' sengers. Thijs is borne on by the fact that the 
heel-house was completely riddled with bullets 
G2 holes being counted), but fortunately the 
man at the wheel eseaped, though how he did go- 
is-a miracle. The passengers, however, were 
less fortunate. One (a youth of 17) was shot 
dead, the bullet going right through his head ; 
two other ae were also severely wonnded 
in the left side and-have since died of their 
wounds. — ‘

| COMMISSION MURDERS, 


pe a letter written to The Rangoon 
Gazette from the camp of the Boundary Com- 
mission at Kinmu we get soma details of the 
punishment inflicted oa the Was for the mur- 
derof the two Boundary Commissionres at Mong 
Tuo. It appears that the Chinese General Liu 
requested British assistance'in administering this 
punishment, and the Reserve Escort was sent 
up, bué could not arrive till the 24th February. 
The majority of the “ Wild Was” disclaimed 
any connection with the murder and asserted 
that the Mong Tuo Was had only been ins- 
tructed to block the roads leading to the hills. 
The unavoidable delay of the Escort was un- 
fortunate, for as the writer in The Gazette says : 
— The presence of this small race of savages 
on our borders, in their present defiant attitude, 
is‘ as unbearable as it is unnecessary. It is 
moreovera direct encouragement to similar races 
now Within our frontiers and temporarily moder- 
ately quiet to resist authority should circums- 
tances at any time lead them ‘to conceive a hope 
that such resistauce might be sucbessfal.” 

The Was attempted without success to treat 
with the Chinese. On the 26th February the 
Chinese drove them from a stockade, and later 
in the day a party of Durhams and Military 
Police burnt other strongholds and killed seven 
or more Was, On the 27th four villages were 
burnt by. the British and Chinese forces, after 
the latter had got into difficulties through am- 

‘munition running short and had been rescued 
by our forces, “ Of the four villages burnt,” 
says the correspondent, “two were situate 
astride of the Salween-Mekong watershed, being 
thus partly in Chinese and partly in British 
territory. From this fact it would seem that a 

|. watershed in a country jnhabited by hill-folk is 
not the best feature to select for a frontier.” 
The Chinese burnt some more villages the same 
day. It was éstimated that the total losses of 
the Was during the two days were between 50 
and 60 killed, and many must have been wounded. 
Upwards of 2,000 houses were burnt together 
with ‘a good deal of property. One Ghurka of 
the British force was killed, and four Chinese.

A meeting of the Finance Committes of th 
Alice Memorial and Nethersele Hospitals was 
held in the Alice Memorial Hospital on Fri- 
day, ‘the 6th inst.

He expressed 
the thanks of the committee for the balance of 
the Young bequest of $2,099.49 and the Sharp 
bequest Of $500. The Treasurer's report was 
then ‘adopted. 

The superintendent (Dr R. M. Gibson) laid 
the report of the Hospitals on tho table, and 
expressed regret that he had been compelled to 
be absent through ill health for a portion of 
the year.

- Tonuments at the graves in the cemetery it was 
decided to put a coloured glass window in St. 
Jobn’s Cathedral. ‘The design for this had to be 
preparad at home and submitted here; then the 
work had to be executed, sent out and erected. 
Subsequently it was found that the expenditure 
had [been considerably in defact of the amount 
subscribed, and it was decided by the Commit- 
tee to purchase with the balanve some useful 
memorial to be placed in the Sisters’ Quar- 

‘ ters at the Hospital. Consequently, and 
after consultation with the matron, we pur- 
chased through the kindness of Messrs. W. 
G. Huirphreys & Co. a handsome clock: and 
a large case of plate and cutlery. These were 
especially ordered and engraved at home and are 

* now in use-at the Quarters, where they will be 
shown to auy subscriber who wishes to see them. 
Miss Barker writes to the Committee that the 
memorial is very highly appeciated by the Sis- 
ters, both in memory of their deceased fellow- 
workers and also of the kindness of the com- 
munity. The small! balance remaifing has been 
spent in adding a few Looks to the Sisters’ Li- 
brary. -

We have, however, 
just heard from Peking an item of news which 
may give the clus, viz. that an acticn has taken 
place between the ‘ Boxers’ and [mperial troops 
at Jen-chiew (?), a township lying about sixty 
ies S.8.W. of Tientsin, to the west of the 
Grand Canal. All that is known is that “losses 
were severe,” but ueither the issud nor the details 
are to hand ~ 

If the site of the disturbance be Jeu-chiew, 
we shall of course ‘soon have verbal accounts 
from the combatants, No anxiety is at present 
felt in Tigntsin on the subject. For some time 
past the Viceroy, at the instigation of the Con- 
suls, has been taking measures to dex with the 
I Ho-chiian and this is probably the first-fruits 
of his energy.
